The Final Unit Plan/Environ- 
mental: Impact Statement: ‘for the 
51,000-acre’ Evans Notch area of 
the White Mountain National: For- 
est is available for public exam- 
ination and response. Copies of 
this land use planning document 
are available at libraries through 
New England or by writing the 


White Mountain National Forest. - , 


The final plan represents the ef- 
forts of over 140 individuals and 
organizations throughout New 
England. The public can com- 
ment on the final proposals until 
March 11, 1977, . 

Based on a study of the re- 
sources and public involvement, 
the Final Evans Notch plan recom- 
mends a variety of management 
activities to take place on the 
National Forest including an ad- 
ditional nine miles of summer off- 
road vehicle trails, 138 miles of 
new snowmobile trails, reduction 
of 11,000 acres in areas presently 
open to snowmobiles, a walk - in 
campground, 14 miles of new 
hiking trails, and 1900 acres where 
management will be directed pri- 
marily towards ski touring. 

Copies of the Evans Notch Plan. 
have been filed with the Council 
on Environmental Quality. A mini- 
mum 30 day public response peri- 
od is required by law.
